injurious Insect*. 

There are few things more humiliat- 
ing to humanity than the sense of man's 
helplessi.ess belorc very small insects. 
Tigers or wolves we ean exterm.nato 
easily enough, if we really set OUfSelve* 
to work at it; rats, miee and weasels 
we can keep down .somehow. But be- 
fore the Colorado beetle or the 'even- 
teen-year locust we are ]>Vaet ; ea!l; al- 
most resourceless. And befffre the 
phylloxera or the hop-fly we can hardly 
do more than look on regretfully with 
folded hands. Yet it is some oontoln- 
tion to reflect that what seems at first 
sight a useless and purely ornamental 
science ean he p 119 to some extent in 
dealing with these infinitesimal beat*. 
The only way to conouer them, if Way 
there be at all, is to learn their whole 
life-history; to know them in the e/g, 
In the larva, in the pupa, in the full- 
Hedged in?eot; to crush them in every 
stage with whatever weapon the subtle- 
ties of chemistry or mere ingenious 
brute force can suggest; run! to do noth- 
ing which can in any way give them a 
stogie extra chance of life. Nothing, in 
fact, could better show the intimate in- 
teraction and reaction of knowledge and 
practice than this interesting stud}'. On 
the one hand, no means can be deviled 
for getting rid of injurious insects ex- 
cept by a thorough 9"ientitic acquaint- 
ance with their origin and metamor- 
phoses; on the other hand, no such care- 
ful observations on particular life-his- 
tories have ever been undertaken, prob- 
ably, except with the stimulus of some 
practical advantage to mankind in view. 
Thus science and agriculture both gain 
by the conjunction. Even butterfly- 
hunting has Its special commercial uses, 
when the butterfly turns out to be the 
parent of the gooseberry caterpillar, or 
to lay the eggs from which a warm sun 
will natch out the destructive cabbage- 
worm. 

Many of these observations help to 
bring out the minute interaction which 
often obtains between different parts 
of the organic balance; so that if we 
want to exterminate a particular insect, 
we must sometimes begin by encourag- 
ing or repressing some seemingly un- 
connected bird or plant. For example, 
botanists have long known that wet 
seasons are particularly favorable to 
charlock, and that •after two or three 
such seasons the fields, unless diligently 
weeded, are yellow ail over with it.-* 
bright blossom. But charlock is ap- 
parently the native food-plant of tur- 
nip lly, from which the insect spreads 
easily to the cultivated turnip— a elose- 
lv allied artificial form; much as the 
Colorado beetle, originally parasitic on a 
solanum in the Rooky Mountains, took 
readily to the richer food of the very 
similar potato vines, as soon as extend- 
ed tillage began t«> approach its natural 
habitat. 

It is only by sueh careful observation, 
with practical application of the results, 
that we can hope to outwit our insect 
foes; for the more widely any particular 
crop is grown, the more generally can 
its natural enemie- spread and survive. 
Even in England, when' hill and dale; 

copse ami hedge break up the tilth, and 
where small fields of various staples are 
habitually much intermixed, the insects 
can easily migrate from patch to patch 
of their special food- plant: while In 
America, where the same crop some- 
times covers hundreds of square miles 
together on the unJenced ami unbroken 
plain, locusts and army worms can 
march straight across country, day 
after day, in regular battalions.—

Fanner «• Vacation. 

Vacations have become fashion ible, 
find perhaps it is well that they have. 
We Americans are a restless set of be- 
ings, always planning to do a little more 
than we are able to do, driving and 
rushing along, till all at once we lind 
ourselves used up. These annual vaca- 
tions have a tendency to offset the evils 
resulting from too constant application 
to business. But those who buy and 
soil wheat* corn, wool, butter or fruit-. 

need the vacation no move than do those 
who produce these indi- ven-ab!e articles 
of food ami clothing. The fanner may 
rind »he winter the best sea on for tak- 
ing a long vacation, but he should cer- 
tainly plan to ease off a little from the 
severe labors of the field, after the hay 
and grain harvest. Attending a picnic, 
going a-rishing, or riding off a dozen 
miles may be somewhat tire-ome, es- 
pecially when the roads art dusty but 
it brings a change to the mind. A d'f- 
ferent set of muicles are brought Into 
use, and new trains of thought .are 
started which greatly relieve the mo- 
notony of the every day round of toil. 
The mind as well as the body gets weary 
and needs rest, or change, which in it- 
self is rest. Did every man and even- 
woman do their part towards maintain- 
ing themselves and contributing to tho 
necessary burdens of society, it would 
not require ten hours nor 'even eight 
hours per day to supply one's needs, 
and there might be less demand for tho 
annual vacation. 

So too if men were not ambitious to 
accumulate far beyond their probable 
needs, there would be less necessity for 
periodical recuperation. Perhaps farm- 
ers are not open to criticism in this di- 
rection more than are men of many 
other occupations and callings. There 
are farmers, it is true, whose aim seems 
to be to get possession of more land so 
as to "raise more corn to feed to more 
hogs, to get more money with which to 
buy more land, for raising more corn, 
to feed to more hogs 1 ' — whose very lives 
are a never ending round of toil and 
trouble, but farmers are not alone in 
this. It is the result of an ambition to 
do something more than is done by the 
average worker. It comes too, partly 
from the habit of doing, for say what 
we will of the curse of labor, there is a 
real pleasure comes by work, that can 
be experienced in no other wav. The 
difficulty seems to.be to know just how 
much to do, or when to stop. 

There is one difficulty the farmer la- 
bors under which few men in other oc- 
cupations experience, at least so it seems 
to us. The merchant's work is done at 
his store, the mechanic's at his shop, 
and the hard thinking and hard study of 
the professional man, in his otlice, and 
when the labors of the day are over and 
they repair to their several homes, the 
cares and perplexities connected with 
their business, their work, are loft be- 
hind. Life work and home life are kept 
distinct But it is very different, as a 
rule, on the farm. The farmer's home 
is his workshop, and too often the home 
Is buried in the shop. To the -wife and 
little ones it is shop or factory nearly 
all the time, and for this reason tho 
farmer and the farmer's family, above 
all others, need the annual vacation.— 
New Enyland Farm, r.
